With one wary eye on Asian 
news and the other on a Congress 
which already seems weary, one 

is moved to 
question 
whether the 
United States 
has yet had the 
necessary ex- 
perience on this 
particular road 
to a symbolic 

Damascus. 
It is as basic 
, to our future as 
are missiles that we find a way 
to come to grips with ‘‘neutral- 
ism,”” which is a rising force in 
Asia. The Jupiter success makes 
it possible for us again to speak 

out of strength. 

But it is equally fundamental 
that, finally, we see whether Asian 
aspirations are to be directed by 
men such as India’s Nehru and 
Burma’s U Nu or by others like 
Mao Tse-tung and Chou En-lai. 


A part of the Asian news is 
that Chiang Kai-shek has _ pub- 
lished “‘Summing Up at Seventy’ 
and that his views are in the 
process of being circulated to the 
Congress by the lobby which so 
ably serves the Generalissimo. 

It is somewhat paradoxical 
that the news Chiang is seventy 
should somehow startle one into 
saying “Chiang? Seventy?” He 
has been on the international 
stage for a long, long time. His 
strutting, fretting and doing have 
by no means occupied a brief 
hour. Even so, it astonishes one 
to find him seventy years old. 

Certainly then, it should now be 
clear, even to the most partisan, 
it will net be Chiang whe will 
symbolize the Asian aspirations. 
History will never be able to di- 
vide the responsibility for the 
swift collapse of Chiang’s govern- 
ment in the postwar years. But 
none may question but that a 
large share of it was his and that 


Disenchantment | 


None may question there is, 
large-scale disenchantment with 
communism on the Chinese 
mainland, though none accurate- 
ly may evalue it. But in the same 
breath none seriously can believe 
that Chiang Kai-shek has any pos- 
sibility of leading it. 

His aging army reportedly is 
being given military blood trans- 
fusions by the inclusion of many 
Formosans, though few are being 
admitted to officer status save in 
the lower echelons. And there 
seems to be no Formosan leader- 
ship emerging which can reach 
across the straits to the main- 
land, there to inspire and enlarge 
the anti-Communist feelings. 


So deeply have we been under 
the narcotic spell of the wishful 
thinking drug and so paralyzed 
were we by the Joe McCarthy 
nerve gas, that perhaps most of 
the nation hopefully lifted up its 
head in early 1953 when Secre- 
tary of State Dulles announced 
the “unleashing of Chiang.” It 
was an unfortunate choice of 
words, akin to the later “brink 
of war,” “massive retaliation” 
and “agonizing reappraisal” 
phrases. 


Deception 

But whatever else it was, it was 
a cruel deception of the Ameri- 
can people and, alas, of Chiang, 
too. It was not possible to un- 
leash Chiang unless all the strik- 
ing power of the United States 
went with him. 

It will be folly if we nurse that 
myth any longer. There will be 
no “unleashing” of Chiang. 

One of the newspapers which 
seems to me useful is “The Hindu 
Weekly Review” of Madras. 
From it one learns how much 
neutralism, which -éertainly is not 
yet to be equated with commu- 
nism as some of our people in- 
sist, appeals to the Asian mind. 

Nehru, in addressing the Indian 
Science Congress, skillfully iden- 
tified truth with neutralism as 
follows: 

“There is no such thing to my 
thinking as capitalist science or 
Communist science or any other 
science, Science is science, just 


whatever of recommending a re- 
duction at this time. 


Instead, Eisenhower stood by 
his prediction that business should 
pick up around the middle of the 
year.

tics, and the status of such White 
House aides as Sherman Adams 
and Harold E. Stassen. 

The chief executive didn’t com- 
ment, nor was he asked to, on the 
Navy’s second failure,:early te- 
day, to get a Vanguard satellite 
into orbit. He said that through 
his science adviser, Dr. James KH. 
Killian Jr., he is getting fine 
scientists to give the nation ‘‘a 
program of outer space achieve- 
ment” in the scientific field.

MIAMI BEACH, Feb. 5—Building unions and contractors agreed 
tonight on a national program to eliminate featherbedding and other

PWA Bill, 
Blasts Ike 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5 —Sen. 
Gore (D-Tenn) announced 
he is introducing a bill for a big 
job-creating public works pro- 
gram designed, he said, to head 
off a catastrophe to the economy. 

Sen. Kerr (D-Okla) promptly ac- 
cused the Eisenhower administra- 
tion of having deliberately brought 
on the current recession with a 
tight money policy. Gore agreed, 
saying he could reach no other 
interpretation than Kerr’s. 

Gore emphasized he hopes his 
bill will not be construed as a 
forecast of a major depression in 
the offing. 

“The nation has greater powers 
for averting such a disaster” than 
ever before, Gore said, but added 
that “I see danger signals.” He 
said the country owes job oppor- 
tunities to those who want to 
work, and that his bill would rec- 
ognize this. 

Gore’s bill would create a pub- 
lic works administration to ad- 
minister a half-billion-dollar pro- 
gram of state, county and local 
public works projects. It would 
require the projects be useful, and 
that workers be recruited from 
unemployment lists. 

Under its terms the government 
would put up 90 cent of the 
cost of a project, state, county 
or local government 10 per cent. 

Gore said that with unemploy- 
ment heading for the five million 
mark and “‘having seen thousands 
of my fellow Tennesseans stand- 
ing for hours in the cold and rain 
to obtain small allotments of sur- 
plus foods,” he believes it is time 
for the bill.

Nasser Made 


Absolute Ruler

CAIRO, Feb. 5 (®—The parlia- 
ments of Egypt and Syria roared 
approval today for their new Unit- 
ed Arab Republic and for a pro- 
visional constitution under which 
Egypt's Col. Nasser will rule with 
virtually absolute power as chief 
of state. 

Acceptance of the historic mer- 
ger was unanimous both in Da- 
mascus and Cairo. 

Syria’s President Shukri Kuwat- 
ly, who is giving up his office to 
serve under Nasser, nominated 
the Egyptian leader before the

ro’s National Assembly the an- 
nouncement brought thunderous 
egg from the 350 Egyptian dep- 
uties. 


ARAB SUNRISE 


Nasser in a 34-minute speech to 
his Assembly, called the union a 
sunrise for Araby. He outlined the 
17 points of the provisional con- 
stitution. Under it he will rule in 
the union’s period of transition, 
and, as he read out each point, it 
became clear he would have im- 
mense powers. 

The provisional constitution per- 
mits Nasser to name his own min- 
isters, appoint deputies to the Na- 
tional Assembly from both Syria 
and Egypt, and name the execu- 
tive councils to run the two coun- 
triés, which now will be called 
provinces of the United Arab Re- 
public. The union will have a sin- 
gle army and a single flag. 

Technically, Nasser will not be- 
come the union's first president 
until after a plebiscite Feb. 21, 
but there is no question in any- 
body’s mind here but that he will 
assume the office. He will be un- 
opposed in the voting.

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Let State Remove

The ‘Coffin Nat 

The increased tax rates approved by 
the Atlanta Aldermanic Board for schools 
and for general city operations is an un- 
happy but necessary consequence of 
growth and the accompanying demand 
for services. 

Inflation’s heavy hand is reflected in 
the fact that the higher tax bill was 
mandatory merely to maintain services 
at the 1957 level. The increase of $3,475,- 
000 does not provide for extras. 

The road ahead is even more grim. 
It will take several years for the school 
system, which has a budget of $22,626,707 
for the year compared to the budget of 
$24,522,724 for general operations of the 
city, to catch up with the demand for 
classrooms. Other costs of a growing 
school system will have to be met. So 
will the costs of city government in fur- 
nishing the many essentials required by 
an increased population. 

The inevitable conclusion is that more 
money will be required in the years 
ahead. Where is it coming from? 

Under present laws, the city has no 
choice but to make property owners bear 
the brunt of any tax increases. And, for 
whatever comfort may be found in the 
fact, Atlanta is not out of line with other 
cities its size when it comes to the ad 
valorem levy. However, further rounds 
of tax hikes in that field after the — 
increase would place the city above the 
average and would place a heavy burden 
indeed upon one segment of its. citizens. 

That places the responsibility squarely 
upon the state. It must remove the hand- 
cuffs from the city in finding new sources 
of revenue. 

The state must change its policy of 
holding out one hand to grab all the tax 
money it can from cities and using the 
other to slap the cities in the face. The 
Legislature must recognize the plight of 
municipalities and handle their bills on 
their merit rather than dragging out. the 
unrealistic arguments conceived to pit 
rural areas against urban areas. 

As Fulton Rep. M. M. Smith said in 
announcing he would push a bill to make 
the state maintain state roads through 
cities, “I don’t know if it can get through 
but if it doesn’t it will drive another nail 
in the city’s coffin.” 

The coffin already has about reached 
the limit of the nails it can stand. For 
the interests of both the state and the 
cities, the Legislature not only should 
balk at hammering in more but should 
remove some of those already nailed.

House Moves To Meet 
A Need in Education 


The Georgia House of Representatives 
yesterday accepted an inevitable and 
highly commendable step forward in 
meeting the state’s educational needs. Its 
members gave the Board of Regents pow- 
er to authorize setting up junior colleges, 
with local participation, in strategic cen- 
ters throughout the state. 

It has been established rather well 
that this procedure can help provide the 
needed skills and technically trained peo- 
ple needed in a developing economy while 
relieving the overcrowded units of the 
University System to do an even bigger 
job in higher education. 

Units of the system, especially the 
University of Georgia and Georgia Tech, 
have been forced to turn down more and 
more applicants for admission because of 
lack of facilities, dormitory and class- 
room space. 

A system of junior colleges would 
serve a two-fold purpose: It would give 
those desiring additional training but not 
higher education an opportunity while 
at the same time it would serve as a 
screening process to uncover superior 
students who might profit from univer- 
sity training. 

Where the junior college system is be- 
ing tried, it is proving practical. Noting 
the growing pressure for enrollments in 
the university system and private col- 
leges as well as our advancing economy 
and technology, Georgia should take 
steps now to adapt its educational sys- 
tem to meet the need within the bounds 
of its financial capabilities.

Millbury, Mass.—In 1916 the 
Republicans denounced the Wil- 
son policy of neutrality but pro- 
posed nothing basically  dif- 
ferent. In- 1920 they denounced 
the League of Nations but were 
vague about their own peace pro- 
gram. In 1924 the Republicans 
stood against the League while the 
Democrats called for a national 
referendum on the question of 
joining the League with reserva- 
tions. 

In 1928 the Democrats de- 
nounced the Republican foreign 
policy but proposed nothing basi- 
cally different; they ignored the 
League. In 1932 they dropped the 
League flat, thus finally adopting 
the Republican anti-League pol- 
icy which they had previously de- 
nounced. In 1940 the Republicans 
denounced the Roosevelt foreign 
policy but proposed nothing basi- 
cally different. In 1948 and in 
1952 they..denounced the Truman 
policy but proposed nothing basi- 
cally different. In 1956 the Demo- 
crats denounced the Eisenhower 
foreign policy but proposed noth- 
ing basically different. They are 
doing likewise now. 


In our politics we have no real 
debate. Instead, we have wild 
self - praise and wilder accusa- 
tions, inconsistencies, evasions, 
half-truths, utter rudeness and 
general unfairness. There is no 
search for wisdom or for truth.

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NEW YORK, Feb. § 7 — New 
York City newspapers have given 
the current Brooklyn school crime 
wave intensive coverage. They 
have not, in general, emphasized 
possible Negro - white tension 
among students as a major cause. 

This was in sharp contrast to 
many Southern newspapers, 
which have prominently played 
_ news stories of the Brooklyn trou- 
bles with racial identifications. 
Especially in Deep South states, 

noes published sharp. edi- 
tori which race tensions 
were viewed as the primary, if 
not the only, cause of the Brook- 
lyn disturbances. 

Editorials in the Southern pa- 

rs also tended to relate the 

rooklyn story to the controversy 
over integration of public schools 
in the South. New York papers 
did not. 

There were wide divergences in 
the way Southern newspapers 
treated the story, however. 
Where some asked editorially why 
the President did not send federal 
troops to Brooklyn to keep order 
as he did at Little Rock, at least 
one said flatly the two situations 
were not analogous. 


To contrast the handling of the 
Brooklyn news in the two sections 
of the country The Associated 
Press made a study of coverage 
of the Brooklyn incidents in New 
York City and nearby metropoli- 
tan area newspapers. 

These are the main incidents 
which have contributed to making 
the Brooklyn school troubles a 
front-page story in many parts of

When they refused to 
give the youths money they were 
struck in the back with a pen- 
knife, which inflicted minor 
wounds. This did not happen near 
a school. 


Jan. 20—At another Brooklyn 
school, several miles from John 
Marshall, another 13-year-old girl 
was raped in an outside cellar 
stairway during the evening. A 
teen-age boy was arrested. Both 
she and the boy are Negroes. The 
school was being used at the time 


for a recreational program not 


connected with school activities. 
These incidents, put together, 


drew top newspaper attention for 
several other reasons. On Jan. 28 


George Goldfarb, the respected 
principal of John Marshall, com- 


mitted suicide by jumping off a 


roof. 


Also, a Brooklyn grand jury, 
which had been investigating 
crime in the schools under Kings 
County Judge Samuel Leibowitz, 
seized on the incidents to support 
its view that policemen should 
be stationed in all city schools.

Other stories did not 
make individual racial identifica- 
tions. On Jan. 26, a survey of the 
Marshall School's neighbor iiood 
described it as a “‘transitional”’ 
area and as a “deteriorating 
neighborhood” and said the stu- 
dents “reflect their neighborhood, 
coming from every variety of so- 
cial and economic background. 
. . . About half the pupils are Ne- 
gro, and the school takes pride in 
the interracial good will among 
students and parents. A white fa- 
ther is president of the PTA, a 
Negro mother is vice president.”

A $400,000 


gymnasium-classroom building for 


Hapeville High School has been given the green light by 
agreement between the city and the Fulton County 


Board of Education. 

After months of negotiations, 
the Hapeville City Council adopted 
Supt. Paul West’s proposal to 
swap the city land on the city’s 
southside for a school building 
site, 2.73 acres in the city park.

More than half the original 33 
acres of park space has been ab- 
sorbed by the high school, foot- 
ball field, Josephine Wells Ele- 
mentary School, a housing de- 
velopment and other projects, 
City Manager W. B. Adams said. 

Officials said they hope to de- 
velop the southside property into 
a city park. The lot, 205 by 230 


square feet, is on the south side 


of Pine street, between Union ave- 
nue and Highland avenue.

QUESTION: Why do some 
churches call the Lord’s Supper 
a Sacrament while others eall 


special spiritual benefit conveyed 
in the elements of the Communion 
itself. The benefit cannot be ob- 
tained without the physical act 
of eating and drinking but does 
not depend upon the spiritual 
state of the believer primarily. 
When spoken of as an ordinance,

Allocations 
To Remain

The Senate Rules Committee 
Wednesday doomed a proposal to 
return control of gasoline and tag 
tax revenue to the General As- 
sembly. 

The panel also slowed down a 
bill which would require a suc- 
cessful candidate for lieutenant 
governor to win a county unit 
majority, rather than the present 
plurality. 

Killed outright was Sen. Wil- 
liam P. Trotter’s proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to repeal 
the existing allocation of all mo- 
tor fuel and vehicle taxes to the 
highway department. 

LONE PLEA 


Trotter made the lone plea for 
his resolution. He said it would 
untie the assembly’s hands on 
appropriations. 

“This General Assembly has not 
been able to act on any appropri- 
ations bill, mostly because of... 
this amendment,” Trotter as- 
serted. 

(No new appropriations act has 
been adopted since 1956, because 
any change would allocate about 
$20 million more to highways. 
Instead, Gov. Griffin has shifted 
the money around in the contin- 
gent budget.) 

HOW MUCH 


“I'm constitutionally opposed to 
any allocations. . . . I think the 
Legislature ought to be the one to 
say how much they (highways) 
get,”” Trotter added. 

Sen. Peyton Hawes of Elberton 
said the allocation law was need- 
ed until Georgia’s highways are 
in better condition. 

“If they (other departments) 
open this gate, they’ll get into the 
pasture and ruin it,” Hawes de- 
clared. 

The panel approved, 6-1, the 
motion of Sen. DeNean Stafford of 
Tifton to kill the proposal.

same proposal were advanced a 
year ago. But the Legislature 
came up with a law authorizing 
the governor to suspend the law 
in any district that might be 
ordered integrated by the fed- 
eral courts. But some legal ex- 
perts contend this is unconstitu- 
tional and insist the attendance 
law should be repealed outright. 

That’s where the matter stood 
until Rep. J. Roy McCraken of 
Jefferson County came up with a 
new compromise idea. And he is 
prepared to offer his proposal as 
a substitute if the repeal bill 
reaches the House floor. 

McCracken’s proposal is amaz- 
ingly simple. It would merely 
amend the present attendance law 
by saying it would not “apply in 
any public school district or sys- 
tem in this state, whether county 
or independent, wherein the pub- 
lic schools may hereafter be 
closed.” 

Under laws passed previously, 
the schools of any district that is 
ordered integrated would auto- 
matically be shut down. There 
would be no public schools. And 
under McCracken’s proposal, 
there would be no law forcing 
parents to send their children to 
school if there were no public 
schools. 

McCracken is an ideal man to 
make the proposal. By no stretch 
of the imagination can he be 
called ‘‘soft’” on segregation. He 
has supported all measures de- 
signed to strengthen the barriers 
against integration. And he is a

Speaker Roy V. Harris of Au- 
gusta, president of the States’ 
Rights Council and one of the 
state’s most outspoken segrega- 
tionists. 

McCracken said he believes his 
proposal answers all the consti- 
tutional questions raised against 
the present law while in no way 
endangering segregation. 

Many of the leading members 


of the Legislature, including some 
close to Griffin, have endorsed 
McCracken’s proposal. 

Most of the “‘pros’’ in the Legis- 
lature say flatly a bill to abolish 
the attendance requirement simp- 
ly cannot pass. 

House Speaker Marvin Moate 
of Hancock County said if the 
compromise plan is constitutional 
that “it looks like the answer.” 

“TI think that solves it,” said 
Sen. Peyton S. Hawes of Elber- 
ton, Griffin’s leader in the Sen- 
ate. “I’m sure it’s legal because 
Roy McCracken is a good law- 
yer.” 

Sen. F. Everett Williams of 
Statesboro, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Education Committee and a 
Griffin leader, said he. will sup- 
port the McCracken proposal. 

“If the bill comes from the 
House without his idea, I'll try to 
have it amended in the Senate,” 
Williams said. 

Even though the State Board of 
Education had endorsed repeal of 
the attendance law, many pro 
fessional school leaders have ar- 
gued that the law should remain 
in force if it does not pose a 
threat to segregation.

ing the bill in criticism of any 
law enforcement officer but 
against the fee system itself, 
Odom said he wanted to break up 
an aitquated system which al- 
lows a sheriff to get compensa- 
tion “based on whether he appre- 
hends lawbreakers or not.” 

Odom, Worden and Killian as- 
serted unscrupulous law officers 
who use the fee system to line 
their pockets are putting a ‘“‘blight 
on the state” and causing tourist 
organizations to “route people 
around Georgia.”’ 

Odom said he had learned of 
one sheriff who netted $14,000 in 
December after paying off his 
deputies. 

Odom said the sheriff in his 
county had told him he would be

tooth X-rays are necessary “‘to 
show how the new teeth are 
coming in, hidden cavities, 
hidden infection, alignment.” 
He added, ‘‘X-rays offer a use- 
ful tool to aid the dentist in 
prevention and early treatment 
of dental disease.” 

Members of the Northern Dis- 
trict Dental Society and the Den- 
tal Division of the Fulton Coun- 
ty Health Dept. discussed six 
points useful to the dental 
health of youngsters: 


SAME INGREDIENTS 


Taking good care of baby 
teeth represents a big step in 
preventing dental disease in the 
adult. Improper care of the tem- 
porary set may cause prema- 
ture loss of the permanent set, 
crooked teeth, deformities in 
the development of the jaw, poor 
chewing ability, or speech. dif- 
ficulty. 

Most toothpastes, said the 
members, contain the same 
basic ingredients . . . a denti- 
frice aids the toothbrush in 
cleaning the teeth. Teeth should 
be brushed with the firm, resil- 
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ient bristles of a flat brushing 
surface. Children should be 
taught to brush each section of 
the teeth right after meals, and, 
if no brush is available, they 
should rinse their mouths with 
water. 

Sweet foods are especially 
dangerous for tooth decay, and 
the dentists recommend tooth 
brushing or a water mouth 
rinse immediately after eating 
candy or cookies. } 


For sweet snacks they sug- 
gest substituting milk, celery, 
raw carrot sticks, nuts, cheese 
and fresh fruits. An adequate 
diet is essential for good den- 
tal health, they added.

Wirz wasn’t exactly a popular historical figure with south- 
erners before a native Iowan who now lives in Florida, MacKinlay 
Kantor, won the Pullitzer prize with his novel about the Confed- 
erate prison at Andersonville. Bob Stephens’ colleague from Clarke 
County, Rep. Chappelle Matthews, was one of those who expressed 
surprise when he heard about the monument to Wirz. He had an 
ancestor, Rep. Matthews said, who was a Confederate soldier 
stationed at Andersonville and he threatened to go AWOL—or 
whatever they called it then—if he didn’t get a transfer away 
from Wirz and his cruelty to prisoners. 


Rep. U.S. Lancaster of Jones County voted “‘No” against the 
resolution when it got its first airing in the committee. He too 
had a kinsman on the Confederate side at Andersonville who had 
no stomach for the atrocities committed there under the direction 
of the little German-Swiss Wirz who ran the prison. 


There will probably be others when the resolution comes up 
for passage who will remember from stories handed down in their 
families things Wirz did thgt do not entitle him to being even 
linked on a stone monument with the brave and fine Confederates. 
The fact that Yankee prisons were bad too and Confederate sol- 
diers suffered similarly doesn’t excuse in many minds the wanton 
acts of cruelty attributed to Wirz. Crowding, poor food, insuffi- 
cient clothing and heat and lack of medical care were all things 
the Confederates couldn’t help. But cruel and unusual punishment 
the nervous little Wirz has been pictured as enjoying, wasn't con- 
doned by their ancestors and it isn’t likely to be popular with 
Georgia legislators of today. 


Of course there’s always the suggestion that Novelist Kantor 
was mistaken or prejudiced, although his weighty book on Ander- 
sonville is well documented with both Confederate and Union rec- 
ords, diaries and contemporary reports. 


But it doesn’t seem likely that the Georgians who served there

Don’t Abuse 
Your Eyes

The eyes should be used but not 
abused. 

Intense eyestrain may stem 
from small abnormalities, such 
as poor lighting. There is no sub- 
atitute for good illumination, free 
of glare and flicker, while reading 
or doing other close work. 

Fluorescent equipment is excel- 
lent except when a tube begins to

Glare comes from glossy paper, 


glasstop desks, and windows. A 


well-lighted room offers less con- 
trast than a spot of lighting on the 
reading material. 


Vision is disturbed tempo- 
rarily by irritants such as to- 
bacco smoke, smog, gases, and 
industrial fumes. The result is 
burning, itching, watering, and 
other discomforts. 


Certain parts of the visual ap- 
paratus are affected by drugs 
such as those used in treating 
high blood pressure and gastro- 
intestinal disorders. This adds to 
the strain of reading. Poor pos- 
ture, holding near work too close 
to the eyes, or sitting too close 
to TV leads to eyestrain. 


The muscles of the eyes are 
no different from the mustles in 
other parts of the body. They 
become exhausted when asked 
to work under a. handicap. 


The nearsighted child, for ex- 
ample, lives in a confined world 
because objects in the distance 
are blurred and he spends more 
time reading, writing and draw- 
ing than playing out of doors. 

These youngsters complain of 
discomfort jh and about the eyes 
at the ‘end of the day. Strain is 
not permanent and does not make 
nearsightedness worse but is tir- 
ing to the muscles. 


The officiency of vision can 
be improved with glasses when- 
ever a refractive error is re- 
sponsible for eyestrain. This 
includes near and far vision, 
astigmatism, and changes in 
vision that arise with age. Im- 
proper refraction aggravates 
rather than helps the situation. 


But specs are not a panacea 
for all types of failing vision. 
Some conditions cannot be cor- 
rected with lenses. But advances 
are being made right along in 
this field and no oldster should 
stay away from an ophthalmolo- 
gist because he fears he cannot 
be helped.

Mullen recently returned from an inspection tour of Brave pilay- 
ers performing in winter leagues.

In these 
days of specialists, it’s encouraging to see a left-handed hitter hit 
left-handers the way Morgan does. By the way, I was happy to hear 
that he won the Rookie of the Year award in the Southern. 

“You may be surprised at this,” Mullen added, ‘for I know that 
Jerry Nelson didn’t have too good a year in Atlanta. But he’s one 
of the best pitchers in the Puerto Rican Leagué. He looks like a 
major leaguer. In fact, Juan Pizarro was the only pitcher I saw 
in the league who looked better than Nelson. 

‘Pizarro has won about 14 games and pitched nine shutouts. 
He’s leading the league in strikeouts, ERA and everything. He has 
better control and should have a big year with the Braves.” 

“Pizarro is one of the young fellows Whit Wyatt will help,” 
Mullen said. “Everyone is really happy to have Whit back in the 
organization. He’s a great guy, im addition te being a wonderful 
pitching coach.

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‘Crash’ Program Urged 
To Develop Rural Areas 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 

There is no disputing the fact that since 1950 
Georgia has landed an unprecedented number of 
major new industries that have stimulated un- 

mie paralleled economic growth. 
Though many of them are 
> not aware of it, thousands of 
_ Men, women and children have 
benefitted directly. 

Important as these facts are. 
the superlatives tend to obscure 
equally important information 
on the plants Georgia loses to 
competitive states—and why 
they are lost. 

Also obscured is the issue of 

? what Georgia is doing—if any- 
Jim Montgomery thing—to keep from losing such 
industries as a $60,000 000-plus oil refinery, a 
$40,000,000 titanium processing plant and electron- 
ics plants. 

Georgia has woed and lost these and others 
during the past two years, according to Ideas, 
a new publication put out Wednesday by Geor- 
gia Tech’s Industrial Development Branch (IDB). 

Dr. Kenneth C. Wagner, IDB head, outlines 
therein 10 major recommendations in response to 
Gov. Griffin’s request that the branch lay out an 
“optimum program’’ to meet Georgia's urgent 
and long-range development needs. 


STATE TOLD IT MUST ACT 


Unless Georgia acts on these recommendations, 
Wagner warns, the state will continue to lose 
“industrial plants which could help keep our 
people in Georgia and help raise our income level 
still further.”’ 

These “closely related’ projects, ‘‘all consid- 
ered essential to strengthening the state’s econ- 
omy,” include: 

1. A special “rural development” research 
group to concentrate on studies designed to 
strengthen the rural areas so badly in need of 
industrial payrolls. 

2. A greatly expanded market research pro- 

with scientific teams probing opportuni- 
ties and possibilities for the development of basic 
or ‘‘breeder’”’ industries which bring other plants, 
“satellite” industries to serve basic manufactur- 
ers, and “home-grown” industries—plants which 
would use agricultural products and by-products. 

3. A “high priority” mineral resources re- 
search program as previously reported in detail. 

4. A forest products research project to deter- 
mine new or more profitable commercial and in- 
dustrial uses for the state’s vast but still under- 
developed timber resources. 


“PACKAGED” ANALYSIS OF MARKET 

5. Accelerated studies to give industrial pros- 
pects a ‘‘packaged”’ analysis and evaluation of 
market, resource, cost and other factors impor- 


tant to their location decisions—the lack of which 
has been a major reason for losing prospective 
employers to competitive states. 

6. Establishment of an independent, non-politi- 
cal committee of business and industrial leaders 
to add prestige and to provide a central, au- 
thoritative body that could evaluate the work of 
all groups active in industrial development, co- 
ordinate their activities, and make recommenda- 
tions concerning the state’s industrial develop- 
ment program to the governor and the General 
Assembly. 

Noting that the IDB “optimum program” pro- 
posals grew out of 18 months of basic and applied 
research, Wagner asserts they point up the need 
of a “crash” program for rural areas that he 
terms ‘“‘a must, or many of (Georgia’s) counties 
can be expected to stagnate or wither away.” 

Prefacing the IDB’s new publication, Georgia 
Tech President E. D. Harrison points out that in 
recent years “Georgia has rushed headlong into 
a new world—a world where industrialization is 
the dominant force. 

“With this sudden change we find ourselves 
faced with mounting problems which can best be 
solved through a combined program of basic and 
applied research.” 


DESIGNED TO MEET NEED 

Dr. Harrison then emphasizes that Georgia 
Tech's ‘‘rapidly expanding industrial development 
program is designed to meet this need ... to 
pinpoint needs and to disseminate research find- 
ings which solve state and local problems .. . to 
provide the new perspective and new ideas Geor- 
gia must have to accelerate its advance in the 
months ahead."’ 

As this column has noted a number of times 
previously, the urgently needed IDB research pro- 
gram will take a substantial investment of state 
funds. 

The current emphasis on the need for state 
government economy indicates the governor or 
the Legislature or both should launch the recom- 
mended ‘“‘crash’”’ program soon in order to 
strengthen Georgia's economic muscles as quickly 
as possible. 

Gov. Griffin, who established Tech’s industrial 
research program with a special grant in 1955, 
endorsed its effectiveness last June by promising 
another special grant te cover a $35,000 steel in- 
dustry study. 

He later requested the “optimum program” 
recommendations, which have already raised the 
hopes of some legislators who feel their counties 
will stagnate or die without it. 

Also, Georgia’s top industrial development 
men agree that the IDB program is far and away 
the best for the state—in both the short and long 
run; that it would be false economy to even con- 
sider cheap-appearing substitutes that promise 
quick delivery of panaceas that do not exist.

‘Sweetening’ Hunted 


As a Stock Takes Off 


By LESLIE GOULD 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5—The stock exchange and 
the SEC have a problem. This is it: 

What is the “sweetening” in the shares of Tran- 
sue & Williams Steel Forging Co. listed on the stock 
exchange? 

An inactive stock, in thin supply, the shares in four trading 
days have jumped 55 per cent in value, going from $23.75 to $37. 
The volume of trading for the four days is nearly double the 
total turn over in the shares in the entire month i 


This is one of the two listed companies for 
which candy maker Russell McPhail has shown 
a “‘sweet tooth.” 

The candy company bearing his name has a 
large stock interest in the Transue & Williams 
shares, as well as those of another small company 
with a stock exchange listing, L. S. Starrett, 
the New England tool maker. 

McPhail’s caney company, which has an un- 
broken record of “red ink” since 1949, has a 
$2'2 million investment portfolio, of which $1's ; 
million are in the two companies—Transue and Leslie Gould 
Starrett. 

The sudden spurt in the Transue shares has added close to 
$200,000 to the market value of the candy firm’s investments. 

In its report to the SEC, the candy company reveals that 


| $1,065,676.05 of its investments in stocks are pledged as collateral 
| with banks and brokerage houses. 


Transue & Williams shares had a poor going year on the 


| stock exchange. From a high of $50 they dropped to $23.50 and 


wound up the year not far from the low at $24.25. 

The stock is in thin supply at only 164,000 shares of common. 
This makes it subject to quick moves on very little buying or 
selling. 

In two weeks in December, there was no trading in the shares. 
In the last week of December only 100 shares were traded all week. 
With the turn of the year, 700 shares were traded in the first week, 
but none the second. In the third week, 300 shares were traded and 
500 the next week. 

It was after this that the stock suddenly became active. After 
| Closing the week ended Friday, Jan. 24 at $23.75, the shares made 
no appearance on the tape on the following Monday and Tuesday, 
200 shares brought a $2.25 rise and 700 on 
‘thursday an advance of $2.50 and the same volume last Friday a 
$4.75 Jump. 

On Monday of this week, 2,300 shares were traded with the 
price shooting to $37, up $3.75 on the day and $13.25 in four days. 

As usual the stock exchange is watching and so is the SEC. 
In fact, the SEC has been watching so long that its Washington 
bureau seems to be in a trance. But then that is the way with the 
SEC. Chairmen come, and chairmen go, but the SEC Washington 
staff doesn’t. 

For more than a year the SEC has been looking at McPhail’s 
candy company with idea of forcing it to register as an invest- 
ment trust, instead of a maker and distributor of candies. 

The SEC has yet to have the showdown. 

McPhail, a bachelor from the deep south, is doing all right.
